Saved the lives of 16 men. Most of the 
12 men working on the scaffold wece 
thrown clear of the debris during its 
fall to the water. Only one man, E. C. 
Lambert, was able to break his fall by 
“riding” the net. 

Tom Casey, laborer, 13th man on 
the net, grabbed a beam and was res- 
cued with ropes. 

‘The four investigations into the ac- 
cident were opened by the State In- 
dustrial Accident Commission, the 
Golden Gate bridge and highway dis- 
trict, the Pacific Bridge Company-— 
employers of the men involved—and 
the coroner’s office. 

There were several unofficial explan- 
ations of the accident. The platform 
was 60 feet long and 30 feet wide, con- 
sisting of planking laid on steel beams. 
It was suspended from the _ bridge 
beams and it moved on metal roller 
bearings. 

The most discussed theory was that 
one of the rollers collapsed throwing 
the entire rolling mechanism off the 
“track” it traveled on the _ bridge 
beam. 

This was the theory held by Chief 
Engineer Joseph B. Strauss, who simul- 
taneously disclaimed any responsibility 
on the part of the engineering staff. 
The scaffold was part of the equip- 
ment of the Pacific Bridge Company. 

After the accident two of the four 
roller sets were found still clamped to 


the beam. A third set had gone down 


with the scaffolding. The fourth still 
clung to the beam but was broken in 
half. 

Frank C. MacDonald, state 
trial accident commissioner, said in- 
spectors had warned the Pacific 
Bridge Company twice that the plat- 
form was considered unsafe.
